Larkin in London is monopolizing the spotlight, and 
tickets for his first stage appearance are more sought after 
than those for a lord mayor’s banquet. 

_ Those who understand for what Larkin stands will realize 
that it is not some new communistic evangelism which is 
thrusting Larkin into London’s calcium glare, but rather that 
his syndicalism has suddenly exploded under repression.

ported, Tho rate charged consumers 
of electric ght will remain the same, 
The electric light and power depart- 
ment will be charged 2 cents a kilowatt 
hour for power purposes” only, the 
power to be used at restricted periods 
on the off peak load. 

As the peak load of the electric light 
and power department is now at 4:30 
p.m. the recent reduction will be of 
practically no benefit to consumers at 
the present time. When the whole 
year is taken into consideration the 
benefit will be apparent, as during the 
summer months there is no peak load 
during the day.

The exports were $57,144,000, while the 
imports of dutiable goods were  $35,- 
238,000, nnd of free’ goods $17,148,000, 
a total of $62,381,000. 

or the month of October, 1912, the 
imports of dutiable and free goods} 
were $61,054,000, and the exports $33,- 
785,000. In the matter of export agri- 
culture products take the first. place. | 
Domestic agriculture produce exports | 
were 332,292,000, as against $10,772,- | 
000 for October, 1912. 

There is also a big inerease in the 
exports of domestic animals and their 
|produce. In October last $6,587,000 
worth were exported, as against 34,- 
695,000 for October, 1912, 

The imports for the seven months 
ending October 3L last were $890,540,- 
000, compared with 386,231,000 for the 
corresponding period in 1812.
